T h e French franc today set a new 
record for depreciation on the local 
Bourse, where 139% francs could be 
bought for one pound sterling.

franc closed yesterday at 13 8.8. Bel­ 
gian currency 
was sympathetically 
weak at 121% , compared with yes­ 
terday's close of 120% . 


F rench financial difficulties, m e n­ 
acing as they are, to th e r e h a b ilita­ 
tion of Europe, have not altogether 
eclipsed the acute problem of Locar­ 
no and (he League of Nations.

Daily Mail, are hostile to Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, the foreign secretary, 
and suspicious of his length y explan­ 
ation in the house of commons yes­ 
terday. 
T he 325 to 136 vote w’hich defeat­ 
ed David Lloyd George’s motion of 
censure last night is generally des­ 
cribed as “ a party victory, a hollow 
t riu m p h .”

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
Milwaukee, Win., March 24.— Dis­ 
tribution of medicinal liquor now in 
the hands of druggists 
should

taken over by the government, 
in 
the opinion of a large number of 
druggists in Wisconsin, according to 
a survey made by the United Press. 
Handling of liquor, most of them 
contend, briugs little profit and is a 
lot of trouble. 
Recently the Milwaukee group of 
the Wisconsin Pharm aceutical Asso­ 
ciation took a Poll of Its m e m bers on 
the 
question 
and, 
according 
to 
Adolph Haise, president, Milwaukee 
druggists are 2 to I in favor of h a v ­ 
ing the government take 
th e 
pre­ 
scription liquor dispensing out 
of 
their hands. 
Three Antigo druggists 
declared 
themselves as being in favor of gov­ 
ernm ental liquor dispensation. C. D. 
Gauthier, one of them, said liquor 
dispensing is a lot of trouble for the 
druggists and of no advantage. 
‘‘Government dispensation of liqu­ 
or offers the only solution to the en­ 
forcement of the Volstead act,” said 
Clem Daniels, of the Daniels drug 
store, Racine. 
Many other Racine 
druggists agreed w ith Daniels. 
At Beaver Dam druggists are prac­ 
tically unanimous in their declara­ 
tion th a t the 
government 
should 
take over dispensing of liquor. A. A. 
Zimmerman, who has had more than 
30 years of experience as druggist 
and d r u g clerk, said, “ Let the gov­ 
ernm e nt handle it. This would take 
the graft away from the doctor and 
the druggists would no longer be the 
goats.” 
At Stevens Point, 
two druggists 
declared themselves in favor of the 
government taking over this liquor 
dispensing. 
“ The handlin g of liquor 
by 
our 
store is not worth while for the pro­ 
fit there is in it.” said M. G. Hannon 
of Stevens Point. 
Alex 
Kreinbs, 
also 
of 
Stevens 
Point, said: 
“I would like to get 
rid of it and certainly will do all in 
my power to help bring th is about.” 
Druggists in many cities of 
the 
state were asked regarding this m a t­ 
ter but refused to commit themselves. 
Some declared it would be hypocriti­ 
cal for them to favor the govern­ 
ment ta king over liquor dispensing 
and th en continue to dispense liquor! 
themselves, so they did not care to J 
be quoted.

DRYS WILL STATE AS EMPHATIC­ 
ALLY THAT MIDWEST SATIS­ 
FIED WITH DRY LAWS

Wets, represented mostly by 
the 
Cook county board, will argue that 
Chicago should have Its 
beer 
and 
win while the drys will state as em­ 
phatically that the middle west is 
content with the Volstead act. 


There is a possibility, It was In­ 
dicated today, that George E. Bren­ 
nan. democratic leader and 
candi­ 
date for the United States senate on 
a democratic “dripping w et” ticket, 
may lead the wet contingent which 
will drive on the W ashington m eet­ 
ing. 
Brennan has not announced 
yet w hether he will be able to at­ 
tend. 


The start of the middle w estern 
sentiment came about through ac­ 
tion of the Cook county board this 
week which voted unanim ously that 
the dry law was a failure. 
One wo* 
man, Mrs. E. W. Bemis, added her 
s trength to the vote. 
The county board pointed out that 
the Volstead act was “forced upon 
the country,** that ‘‘prohibition zea­ 
lots and bootleggers have a common 
Interest in its continuance,” and that 
"the Jaw cannot be successfully en­ 
forced.” 


No sooner bud the resolution been 
published than dry statem ents start­ 
ed flying about, pointing out 
that 
tin* county board did not know much 
about the question. 
The 
most 
searching 
statem ent 
came in a letter from Arthur Bur- 
rage Farwell, president of the Law 
aud Order League and a prohibition­ 
ist since 1871. 
In the course of the 
letter addressed to each member of 
the hoard Farwell pointed out: 
“ Your action Is an encouragem ent 
to every blind pig keeper and every 
man or woman who desires to break 
the law which interferes w ith what 
they call th e ir business.” 
At about the same time, Farw ell 
was Issuing his statement, A nthony 
Cermak, president 
of 
the 
county 
board, announced that. the 
resolu­

SELLING the natural advantages of a community such as 
Brainerd and surrounding territory possesses to the world at 
large is just like selling a commodity. 
It must be done by per­ 
sonal contact and advertising in daily papers and certain maga­ 
zines on outdoor life, by giving visitors such a nice reception that 
they will tell their neighbors about it. 
Another method is by ex­ 
hibition of our resources. This has been done in a small way at 
the St. Paul oflices of the Ten Thousand Lakes of Minnesota as­ 
sociation, where a display was made for a limited period. 
Some 
cities are exhibiting at the Outdoor Life Exposition, given annu­ 
ally at Chicago. 
The thousands witnessing such a show have but one idea in 
lind, viz: where can we spend a vacation, combining the beauties 
‘ nature with the spice of hunting, fishing, swimming or boating. 
In other words, the dwellers in the large cities are crying loud 
for a chance to get close to Mother Nature. 
These thousands of 
tourists leave a golden wake in their progress t hrough the various 
communities they enter. The nomadic instinct is strong in all of 
us and now that the automobile furnishes a means of g raiilying 
the urge, we who are situated in the path of this traveling public 
benefit in a thousand ways. 
The expense of securing this tourist business, through any 
medium of publicity, should not be borne by any one class. There 
is no line of demarcation. It should be the duty of the community 
as a whole. 
Bear in mind that the tourist business has become a 
real industry in Brainerd and its lake environs. 
Take Wisconsin. 
It does not do as much business as Minne­ 
sota. 
When the statement is made that more money was spent; 
By the tourists in the state of Wisconsin in the year 1925 than the 
combined earnings of the dairy business in Wisconsin, it is almost 
unbelievable, but such is the fact. 
The tourist will make business good for the settler, just as 
he does for the druggist in the sale of toilet preparations and 
kodak supplies, etc.; the garage man with repairs and the sale of 
gasoline and oil; the hardware man in the sale of fishing tackle, 
camp equipment, etc., and so on wilh every other line of business. 
The trail of the tourist dollar is wide and long and the resort 
keepers and merchants should unite in a harmonious effort to bet­ 
ter their community and partake of the profits. 
Talk to the vacationist about the six months of fine weather, 
from May to October. 
Tell him about the cool nights and in­ 
vigorating climate. Tell them about the beautiful springtime and 
the riot of color in the fall. 
When the tourist business is better developed in this great 
national playground, the demand for lake frontage will increase 
and the day is not far distant when you will not be able to buy a 
foot of lake frontage. 
Then river frontage will have its day. 
You may find it profitable to dam up your rivers and make lakes, 
thereby getting more lake frontage to sell, and incidentally cover 
up much despised swamp lands. 
In the interest of the fanner let it be said that the sale of 
vegetables and fruit from roadside stands is very profitable.

T h e St. Cloud Daily Times is an independent organ published 
at St. Cloud, home town of Congressman Harold Knutson of the 
sixth district. Sometimes it is good to read the opposition papers, 
just to get an idea of their views. The Times takes a broad view 
of things political in state and district and we publish the whole 
thing as follows: 
“Both iii the state and this congressional district there is 
going to be a lively fight for the coveted Republican nominations, 
which in Minnesota are generally equivalent to an election.

iecommendations for postmasters than from any other cause, yet 
they always yield to the sweet temptation to hand out these plums

“Knutson’s latest opponent is none other than Don A Free­ 
man, a very popular young St. Cloud business man. 
Mr. Free­ 
man s entrance into the race is said to be largely due to the in­ 
fluence and pressure brought to bear by prominent Republicans at 
bauk Centre, who were very much displeased when Knutson re­ 
appointed the efficient postmaster of that city, who was first named 
to that position during the Wilson administration 
“Another opponent is P. R. Wadsworth of Cass Lake, who 
has already filed

The A m ateur Athletic Union, one of the most powerful influences in the 
world for the promotion of am ateur athletics, was the first to recognize that 
some day women athletes might progress to the place where they would be 
able to run, jum p, hurdle and vault against m ale com petitors. 
The A. A. U., against the protests of conservatives, started to promote 
track meets for women and they w ere so successful that it is not too vision­ 
ary to predict that in years not too far removed, there will be events for girl 
athletes in the Olympic games. 
The g reatest progress was m ade in the cam paign to interest girls in 
athletic exercises by the W om en’s Swim m ing association, under the capable 
coaching and shrewd m anagem ent of L. de B. Handley. 
The W om en’s Swimming association, from a very hum ble s ta rt in the 
basement of an apartm ent building developed such sw im m ers as Aileen Rig- 
gin, Sybil Bauer, Gertrude Ederle, E theldra Bleibtrey and too m any other 
champions to mention. 
Tho resu lt was that for several years the United States has been the 
ranking nation in w om en’s sw im m ing ju st as Am erican tenifts has been su ­ 
preme on international courts. 
The reason is riot hard to find. 
A few pioneers saw the possibility of in ­ 
teresting youngsters in lines of sport th a t would develop them physically 
•and offer them am usem ent, travel and education. 
The stran g est thing of all, however, may happen soon. 
New York state
